Richman: Hurls Woman

GREENPORT, N. Y., July 2. 
(/)—Harry Richman, Broadway actor 
and night club owner; his chauffeur, 
a ship captain, a newspaper columnist 
and two Ziegfeld Follies chorus girls 
were burned severely today when an 
explosion sank Richman’s yacht at its 
dock here. 

The most seriously injured was 
Helen Walsh, one of the actresses. As 
fire tore through the cabin of 
craft, she was buried under a flaming 
mattresa,. Richman grabbed her and 
jumped with her into the water. Both 
were later helped to shore, Physicians 
said her condition was serious but not 
critical. 

The other victima were: 

Mark Hellinger, newspaper columa- 
st, burned severely on the hands, legs 
and chest.

Robert Levy, Richman’s chauffeur, 
superficial burns, 

Samuel White, ship's captain, 
on the face, chest and head. 

Mrs. Mark Hellinger, known on the 
Follies stage as Gladys Glad, was the 
only member of the party uninjured, 
but she was taken to a hospital suf- 
fering from hysteria, 

Hellinger and Richman gas 
fumes in the cabin in which the group 
were sitting exploded and that fire 


sprang up so quickly all were burned 
before they could flee.

In the city of Vera Cruz, 
Father Dario Acosta, 22, and 
Father Alberto Landa, 23, were killed 
in a raid on the Ascunsion church 
while imparting peligious instruction 
to a congregation of children last eve- 
ning.

FOES OF DIVERSION 
UPEN FIGHT TODAY 
UN PARK MEASURE 


Russell’s Friends To Seek 
Reconsideration by 
House; Bond Issue Be- 
lieved Only Alternative.

“Back home” reaction to two wide- 
ly different plans of paying, in part, 
state debts institutions and the 
common schools is expected to assert 
itself this morning when members of 
the general assembly begin a fight 
over whether highway funds are to 
be diverted or a $5,000,000 bond is- 
sue ‘submitted to the people. 

Until Friday afternoon, when Rep- 
resentative Orville A. Park, of Bibb 
county, successfully offered an amend- 
ment to the general appropriations 
bill diverting 15 per cent of the gas 
and tag tax to the general treasury, 
diversion was regarded by assembly 
leaders as an issue killed at the polls, 
when Governor Russell was elected, 
and buried rather unceremoniously in 
the special session, 

But it came to life Friday after- 
noon. The Park speech was a pul- 
motor that will be remembered for a 
long time in legislative halls, regard- 
less of the ultimate fate of diversion, 
Diversion may be put to sleep today 
or tomorrow by a parliamentary ma- 
neuver or a winning vote to recon- 
sider the action of the committee of 
the whole in approving the Park 
amendment. Regardless of either 
course, it is destined to be revived 
and made the main issue upon which 
the course of the new administration, 
in large measure, will be charted, 

Vote Not Representative. 

Diversionists over the week-end 
ronceded that the’ vote of 83 to 62, 
by which the Park amendment was 
Written into the appropriations bill, 
was not an indication of legislative 
sentiment. Sixty-two members did 
not vote at all. Not a few of the 83 
already have agreed to vote for re- 
consideration and to strike the amend- 
ment eut. Against these favorable 
administration omens is the unknown 
quantity of what strength a bill, sep- 
arate from an appropriations amend- 
ment, might muster.

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REPORTED SLAIN 
BYCOMMUNISTS 


More Than 70,000 Made 
Homeless by Pillaging 
and Burning, Reports 
From Interior Reveal. 


HONGKONG, July 26.—(?)—Re- 
ports of the massacre ot 18,000 per- 
sons during a reign of terror carried 
on by communists who seized the city 
of Tunglan, Kwangsi province, were 
received here today in messgges from 
the interior. 

More than 70,000 persons 


made homeless by piliaging and burn- 
ing by the reds, advices said, and 
damage estimated at $5,000,000 had 
been done. 

The interior districts have been 
neglected by the military for the past 
several weeks during the struggle of 
the Canton insurgents to assert them- 
selves against the rule of Chiang 
Kai-shek and his Nanking regime. Ap- 
peals for aid were received from many 
parts of southern China. 

From southern Kwangtung prov- 
ince, where the reds have defeated 
provincial troops and established a 
small soviet in the Manning district, 
appeals were made. Airplanes were 
gent to Swatow. Kwangtung, to ob- 
serve activities of communNts in that 
region in response to calls for help. 

Merchants in southern Fukien prov- 
ince, nominally under the control of 
Nanking, appealed to Canton for 
troops to suppress the reds, who have 
captured the towns of Yungting and 
Shangchang. 


CANTON INSURGENTS UNITE 
AGAINST NANKING LEADERS 
HONGKONG, July 26.—(A)—En- 

couraged (by the revolt in the north of 

Nhi-yu-shan against Chiang Kai-shek 

and the Nanking government, Canton 

insurgent leaders were united today 
in actively preparing for conflict with 
the Nanking leaders. 

Various factions of the southern in- 
surgent movement have been united 
by the support of the northern war 
lord. Trench works damaged by floods 
to the extent of $2,000,000 are being 
rapidly repaired. The Canton-Sui- 
chow railway also has been reopened 
since devastating floods of the past 
month have receded. 

It was freely predicted that Chiang 
Kai-shek would abandon his campaign 
against the communists and embark 
openly on h war on Canton. 

Wang Chin Wei, head of the south- 
ern insurgents, Sun Fo and other 
Cantonese leaders have gone to’ Wu- 
chow to attend a rehabilitation con- 
ference of the Kwangsi province kuo- 
mintang (people's party). It was be- 
lieved significant here that the party 
did not include the conservatives Chan 
Chai-tong ,and Koo Ying-fan, who 
control the Kwangtung province par- 
ty. It seemed apparent the provincial 
government would have a leftiest com- 
plexion, 

Preparations are proceeding for a 
thoroughly representative people's con- 
vention at Canton in. October to de- 
vise another national constitution on 
democratic lines. The plan attracts 
much attention because of the possible 
effect in nullifying the agitation of 
communists, who are playing an. in- 
creasingly important role in national 
affairs. 

It was generally believed that Eu- 
gene Chen, who recently went to Ja- 
pan, was seeking Japanese support in 
the form of munitions and money. The 
Canton government has appointed a 
Japanese adviser, which apparently 
explains reports that Japan had sent 
an consul to Canton. Large quanti- 
ties of Japanese goods continue to 
arrive at Canton daily.

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GRAF HEADS NORTH 
IN SEARGH OF DATA 


Zeppelin Leaves ‘Lenin- 
grad With Party of 
Scientists Aboard. 


CAMPO. 


LENINGRAD, Russia, July 26.— 
(P)—C arrying Russian, German and 
American scientists, the Graf Zeppe- 
lin set out today for a six-day voy- 
age of exploration and scientific study 
in the far north. 

The dirigible took off from Lenin- 
grad at 11:10 a. m. (4:10 a, m,, 
B.S. 2.) 

In unfavorable atmospheric condi- 
tions the big dirigible lifted her nose 
from the special mooring mast a little 
more than 14. hours after her arrival 
here from Berlin to take on hydrogen 
from a special storage tank erected 
for’ her. 7 ee 

Just before the start Dr. Hugo 
Eckener, her commander, said he was 
leaving for the. north fully confident 
of success and hoped to reach Franz 
Josef Land within 24 hours, unless 
hindered by the .weather, which, ac- 


cording to the latest reports, was not 
favorable. When in the neighborhood 
of Franz Josef Land, Dr. Eckener 
added, the Graf Zeppelin will try to 
establish immediate contact with the 
soviet ice-breaker Maligin. 

The Maligin already is in the vicin- 
ity of Ftanz Josef Land. 

The third arctic dirigible expedition 
in history carried 12 scientists, a pho- 
tographer, two journalists and a Rus- 
sian wireless operator, besides a regu- 
lar crew of 30. 

The American members of the ex- 
pedition are Lieutenant Commander 
E. H. Smith, of the United States 
coast guard, and Lincoln Ellsworth, 
sportsman and explorer. 

Headed by Professor Rudolph Sa- 
moilovitch, Russian scientific director 
of the. expedition, and Dr. Eckener, 
veteran commander of the Graf, the 
voyagers expect to cover approximate- 
ly 7,000 miles on a ¢ruise which is for 
the purpose of gathering meteorologi- 
cal and geographical data with a view 
to determining whether a regular diri- 
gible route across the north pole is 
feasible. 

No attempt will be made to cross 
the pole, however, the farthest north 
point on the journey being about 382 
degrees latitude. 

A new pontoon arrangement makes 
it possible for the dirigible to alight 
on water. Several such descents to 
the ocean were contemplated, includ- 
ing one for the meeting with the Ma- 
ligin, which is carrying scientists and 
tourists. 

Another feature of the expedition, 
which is sponsored jointly by Rus- 
sian and German scientists, will be the 
first trial of wireless-controlled bal- 
loons perfected by Professor Paul 
Moltschanow, Russian scientist, auto- 
matically. to register meteorological 
conditions and report them by radio. 

The only inconvenience on the trip 
appeared to be the limited amount of 
water for washing distributed 
morning, not more than two glasses 
of water being allowed cach member 
of the expedition fer this purpose.

SANTIAGO, Chile, July 26.—(#A) 
President Carlos Ibanez Del Campo, 
Chilean dictator and self-styled “man 
of destiny,” fell from power today by 


his own hands. 

In the face of an incipient civilian 
revolution, the man who once said 
semi-publicly he enjoyed “divine guid- 
ance in ruling as he thought neces- 
sary,” and who took for his own the 
principal precepts of Premier Musso- 
lini of Italy and former Dictator 
Primo De Rivera of Spain, turned 
in his resignation today. 

The Chilean crisis, which was the 
first dangerous situation arising since 
General Ibanez assumed office in 
July, 1927, for a six-year term, grew 
out of the declining price of nitrates 
and copper~—the two great exports of 
the nation, Drastic administration re- 
forms were started a year ago in au 
effort to avoid an economic crisis, but 
the government could not prevent sus- 
pension of payments on interest and 
amortization of foreign obligations last 
week. 

The resignation was verbal in form, 
It was made as a request to the 
Chilean congress for safe conduct out 
or the eountry. 

The resignation was promptly ac- 
cepted by the congress, which for- 
mally declared Pedro Opazo, presi- 
dent of the Chilean senate, vice presi- 
dent of Chile and acting president. 

The Chilean chamber of deputies, 
however, rejected the request for per- 
mission to leave the country and de- 
manded his prosecution. 

The president’s resignation has been 
demanded for a week. It was expect- 
ed today or tomorrow, but it came 
with a dramatic suddenness just as 
a popular uprising of the masses was 
being organized in the form of @ 
general strike. 

The determined, grey-haired presi- 
dent had persistently refused to yield 
ty» political demands that he step out 
to avoid fighting such as accompanied 
the revolutions in Bolivia, the Argen- 
tine, Peru, Brazil and Panama in the 
last year. ‘The conferences at Mo- 
neda palace lasted for many hours 
in which the critical financial &itua- 
tion and the disorders instigated by 
the students were discussed. 

It followed three days and nights 
of rioting in the streets, during which 
between 60 and 100 persons were 
killed, and about 2,000 were injured. 

Senor Opazo announced after being 
sworn in at a joint session ef the 
congress that “‘true constitutional gov- 
ernment will be initiated, with full 
personal freedom.” He said he would 
administer the affairs of the country 
until elections can be held.

the general convention in Denver. 
September 16, to call a second world 
conference on church unity “not later 
than 1937.” 

The report, made public by the com- 
mission's secretary, the. Rey. Floyd 
W. Tomkins Jr., recognizes’ the 
“amazingly increased interest” in the 
movement for a union of the churches 
which was given impetus by the first 
world conference on Christian. unity 
in Lausanne, Switzerland, in Au- 
gust, 1927. 

The findings of the T.iausanne con- 
ference, which expressed recognition 
of the needs for Christian unity, are 
approved by the commission, Dr. 
Tomkins reports, and the general 
convention will be asked to approve 
the Lausanne findings. 

With the filing of 
commission states, the Episcopal 
church yields the leadership of the 
church unity movement which it oe- 
cupied up to the meeting of the first 
Lausanne conference to the 
uation committee appointed 
conference, composed of the 140 rep- 
resentatives of the 94 Christian bod- 
ies which participated in the confer- 
ence. 

“The popular notion that the Lau- 
sanne conference completed the task 
(of church unification) is erroneous,’ 
no more than a starting point. It 
charted the ground so that the 
churches might know where they 
stood in regard to reunion. 

“Since then, interest in the move- 
ment has amazingly increased... Many 
of the great churches which, before 
Lausanne, had looked on the move- 
ment with suspicion, as an Anglican 
enterprise, haye come to see the need 
of study and discussion before prac- 
tical steps toward reunion can be pos- 
sible, and are giving genuine co-opera- 
tion to this end. 

‘Resides these evidences of increas- 
ing interest in the faith and order 
movement, there are other significant 
occurrences having no official connec- 
tion with the movement,. but showing 
the world-wide growth of the will to 
unity. 

‘Among these are the steps actual- 
ly taken toward reunion in south In- 
dia: the hopeful progress of plans for 
rennion between the Anglican -church 
and the eastern orthodox and old 
Catholic churches; the important de- 
cisions of the Lambeth conference of 
1930 and, in the United States, many 


conferences on unity as well as actual

Elias Plutareo Calles, long called Mex- 
ico's “iron man” for his achievements 
in military and political fields, today 
was being hailed as the country’s 
financial savior. 

Overnight the former president re- 
turned from his life of retirement as 
a farmer to take charge of the na- 
tions most pressing financial prob- 
lem and, by a radical departure from 
the beaten paths of finance, proposed 
a solution which has brought him 
voluminous applause. 

he government's decision to elimi- 
nate gold as legal tender and to throw 
the country entirely upon a basis of 
the silver peso, which in recent 

months has been at the lowest figure 
for many years, has already. been la- 
-belled by the public “the Calles plan.” 

Extreme measures had been antici- 
pated when it was announced that 
(‘alles would be made president of the 
Bank of Mexico and in effect “finan- 
cial ezar,”’ but the withdrawal of gold 
from circulation and naming of silver 
as the only legal tender was some- 
thing the public had not even consid- 
ered, 

With one sweeping blow the Calles 
plan wipes out all debts in gold with- 
in the country and makes them pay- 
able in silver, peso for peso. Yester- 
day the man in the street who receiv- 
ed his salary in silver and paid his 
rent in gold had to buy the gold at a 
40 per cent premium over silver. 

Another side of the picture, how- 
ever, was not so bright. Holders of 
gold accounts must convert the paye 
ments on these into dollars or oth- 
er foreign exchange and stand a heavy 
loss unless the quotation of the silver 
peso against foreign money radically 

improved,
